EDITORIAL 


HE STATE OF THE SOUTH 


IT 1S GOOD ENOUGH TO PROVIDE A TIMELY MESSAGE FOR CERTAIN OTHER PARTS OF THE U.S. 


Are there signs that things down South are 
looking up? We think so. Not long ago the Rich- 
mond Times-Dispatch, noting that a Negro 
had come within an ace of making the Virginia 
legislature, calmly predicted that it would not 
be long until one did. Mass meetings sponsored 
by the famed Southern Conference for Humi 
Welfare beat a Florida “white primary” bill. 
The angel of death closed the chapter called 
Bilbo. 

But that’s not exactly what we're talking 
about. For just as on any night another insol- 
uble murder may stain New York City or Chi- 
cago, on any night another lynching may dis- 
grace the South. There are bad people on either 
side of the Potomac. 

What presently encourages us about the 
South, believe it or not, is its status as an inter- 
national good example. The example takes two 
forms. If the U.S. is currently dedicated to the 
policy of trying to understand and live in closer 
Faron? with other nations, then its own 
South offers a propinquitous proving ground. 
And if other nations are looking for a pattern of 
rehabilitation, the South can provide a pointer 
or two from its own experience, 


The Great Tradition 


The South, as the late W. J. Cash said, is 
“not mute a nation within a nation, but the 
next thing to it.” As such the South still re- 
mains on many counts a stranger within the 
American commonwealth. For just as South- 
ern children are taught to this day that King’s 
Mountain was a more significant battle of the 
Revolution than Saratoga, the children (and 
quite a few grown folk) ‘of other American re- 
gions suffer from similar lacunae with regard to 
the land, people and tradition of the South. 
Perhaps a little refresher course on Dixie is in 
order. 

To begin with, the South consists of 11 for- 
mer Confederate states—minus Texas, which 
is South by West, but plus a portion of Ken- 
tucky which did not secede, Twenty-seven mil- 
lion people live there, one fourth of them Ne- 

‘oes. (Ihe other half of the American Negro 
Population lives elsewhere.) The land. of the 
South, on which s:ands almost half of all our 
forests, is included by demographers in that 
small 10% of the earth’s dry surface that i se 
classified as most favorable to mankind. N 
other constellation of is so unified by 
economy, tradition and prejudice, not to say 
neurosis. For four years in the mid-19th Cen- 
tury the South was an autonomous republic, 
subsequently sustaining the longest military 
occupation in modern times—I1 years. After 
eight decades its defeated flag is still manufac- 
tured and on occasion displayed. Tt was to be 
seen only last week, painted on the nose of the 
Robert E. Lee, the robot-controlled airplane 
that spanned the Atlantic. 

The South is, indeed, the next thing to a na- 
tion. The speech in the mouths of its people is 
unmistakable. That, as Southerners know, is 
both a liability and an asset. It’s hard for the 
rest of the country to take seriously a spokes- 
man with a languid drawl. But beware the 
Southern politician or businessman who cun- 
ningly unlimbers his accent and regional man- 
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ner in a deal. It has long been good practice to 
duck for shelter when your vis-a-vis begins soft- 
ly and deprecatingly to observe that he is just 
cook red neck trove up at the fork of the chads, 

. The Southern businessman doesn’t need a 
nurse. His countrified approach is in some part 
the South’s Revenge, like the Mississippi cat- 
fish roe which he passes as caviar at Manhat- 
tan cocktail parties. 

Nor, to continue this get-acquainted ses- 
sion, are Southerners the political Neander- 
thals that so much of the rest of the nation 
imagines them to be. The South gave and has 
continued to give the rest of the U.S. some of 
its greatest democratic lessons. Let us prompt- 
ly skip the fable of the aristocratic Southern 
cavalier, with his frills and furbelows. In point 
of fact the South was

So much for an introduction of one section 
of the U.S. to the rest of the country, which 
may well need it as much as it needs one to 
Poland. 

Now how about the South as an example to 
those banged-up parts of the 1947 world that 
find themselves in as much need of precedent 
as of help? A historian must indeed be extreme- 
ly cautious of the parallels he keeps. But Thur- 
man Sensing of the Southern States Industrial 
Council recently pointed out that the defeat- 
ed and largely ruined South of 80 years ago 
had no international loans, no Lend-Lease, no 
food relief or anything else to turn to except 
the remaining sweat of its blood, sweat and 
tears. And he suggests that Europe might look 
ie for a profitable precept 
on how to get out of its present jam. Work like 
blazes is the simple formula. 

The South has not wholly recovered even 
yet. Southerners (white and black) have the 
nation’s highest illiteracy rate, highest infant 
mortality rate and an annual income about 
half that of the national average. The South 
cannot yet feed itself because it must export 
its fertility in the shape of corn and cotton. It 
also exports its illiteracy on a big scale because, 
although the South spends proportionately 
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more of its meager wealth on education than 
any other section, it also raises more children. 
And some of the children have to go elsewhere 
to make their living. 

So goes the bad news. To return to the good: 
cotton as a crop has not been king all over Dix- 
ie for some years past. The value of livestock 
is now greater in Georgia than cotton. The 
South is almost feeding itself. Southern money 
is what is needed to fight Southern illiteracy, 
and money seems to be about at hand. 

Between 1900 and 1935 the value of manu- 
factured pa 's in the U.S. increased three 
and one half times; in the South it increased 
five times (in North Carolina 12 times). The 
Southern Railway, which girds the region, 
ports about 500 new industrial plants on 
lines in 1946. 

That ought to make everybody happy, notes 
the skeptical Yankee, except the Negroes, 

Yes, that’s the problem. While one out of 
four Negro farmers in the South owns his own 
farm (a property distribution perhaps not 
equaled by the race elsewhere in the nation), 
few if any Southerners at this time offer the 
Negro any civie right beyond the right to vote. 
The American Negro is still exhibit A among 
the disadvantaged living in the world’s most 
advantaged country. And that’s the part of 
the Southern story that the South cannot offer 
as a social blueprint to the rest of the country, 
or to the world. 


What's Wanted 


Yet the ultimate solution to the race prob- 
lem may be easier to arrive at in’ the South 
than outside the region. This is because the 
Southern Negro owes his second-class status 
largely to the fact that he is in bitter compe- 
tition’ with an equally impoverished Southern 
white man for half a loaf. A lot of fairly smart 
people believe that there is nothing fundamen- 
tally wrong with the South that the creation 
of about 5 million more good jobs wouldn’t fix. 

If and when that happens, the average South- 
ern income would neath the national level. An- 
illion consequently would be poured 
into the American economy to the benefit not 
only of the South, but of one and all, Compe- 
tent reporters see that day coming. 

Let’s all hope so. Let's hope so for the good 
of the whole nd also because it is the just 
desert of a sturdy, self-reliant people who 
have come a long way up from ruin.

The foundations of the Third International—the Comintern—were 
laid in Switzerland in 1915 by a few Russian exiles, including Leon 
Trotsk: ikolai Lenin and Grigori Zinoviev.

HOW AMERICA BATHES 


Survey reveals odd statistics of family life 


The design of the superbathroom is based partly on the findings 
of Robert L. Davison, a New York research specialist who has spent 
a good part of his life studying housing and what goes on in- 
side it. One such study of the intimate family behavior of both 
apartment dwellers and home owners reveals: 

Before taking a bath 20% of U.S. women lock the bathroom door 
and almost half of these do it even when no one is home. 

Sixty-nine percent of men and women regard a tub bath less as a 
means of getting clean than as a pleasurable relaxation. Pleasure- 
peseene average 25 minutes in the tub; cleanliness-seekers, 15 or 
less. 

Women prefer tub baths, and the evening is their favorite time. 
Men prefer showers. 

Fifty-eight percent of those queried store umbrellas in their 
bathtubs, 

Virtually all men shave standing up, taking about 5 minutes. 
Some men require more than 30. 

Indicative, perhaps, of the difference in attitudes between pri- 
vate home owner and rented-apartment dweller, 66% of apartment 
dwellers get the floor wet when they shower. Only 29% of home 
owners do. Eighty-eight percent of those who do agree that they 
shouldn’t but they keep on doing it.

More women than men read in bed, and about a quarter of both 
sexes who smoke, smoke in bed. 

Men sleep about 734 hours a night, women 734. But most men 
sleep an extra hour on Sunday and 12% of them take a nap on that 
day. Women tend to sleep only about 15 minutes longer on Sun- 

but 18% of them nap on weekdays. 
'wenty-nine percent of the husbands stumble over the bedroom 
furniture. 

Twenty-two percent of wives sleep with a heating pad or hot- 
water bottle in winter, usually at their feet. 

Most husbands and wives sleep together in double beds. A third 
of the women sleep on their stomachs and about a quarter of them 
sleep with an arm extended over the edge of the bed. 

Sixty-six percent of women wear nightgowns, 30% pajamas and 
about 4% sleep nude. More admit they would like to sleep that way. 

Masculine opinion to the contrary, most women think they dress 
extremely. quickly and 18% lay out'the next day’s garb the night 
before. 

The American bed is almost universally made in the morning 
and changed once a week. Only a tolerant 43% of the housewives 
allow anyone to sit or lie on the bed once it is made.

will all his days be as Albert discovered himself to be soon after his 
wedding. “I am only the husband,” he wrote, “and never the mas- 
ter in the house.” 

Albert had foreseen as much, and he did not propose to put up 
with it, He was a weedy German princeling, fond of philosophy and 
lots of sleep, when, in the manner of the time, he was brought to 
England for inspection at the age of 16. Victoria, three months 
older, was 17, Her instant enthusiasm for him (“extremely hand- 
some . . . dear Albert”) was matched by his restraint. In the four 
years which intervened between this meeting and their marriage 
Victoria took the throne and proceeded to throw her young weight 
around ina fashion which, unchecked, might have brought her and 
the monarchy to ruin. Albert received reports that she was “in- 
credibly stubborn” and also that she was addicted to dancing and 
late hours. “These are gloomy prospects,” he wrote, adding with 
Teutonic terseness that he expected to modify them, At about the 
same time Victoria was writing, “I have always had my own way. 
Suppose he should endeavour to thwart me, and oppose me in 
what I like, what a dreadful thing it would be.” 

Theirs was a cousinly marriage of convenience, maneuvered by 
their Uncle Leopold of Belgium to unite the German houses of Co- 
burg and Hanover upon the throne of England, which had not been 
graced by an English occupant for so many reigns that Englishmen 
no longer seemed to expect one. But it was also a marriage of love, 
as Albert must have known on the morning when he appealed to 
God for help and Victoria dispatched a note to him: “Send one 
word when you, my most dear beloved bridegroom, will be ready. 
In the evening of Feb. 10, 1840, after a wedding of great state in the 
chapel of St. James’s Palace and a slow, wet drive to Windsor Ca: 
tle, the Queen of England confided to her diary the noblest of bridal 
lines, “I and Albert, alone.” 

Even so, Albert had his work cut out for him. Victoria was diffi- 
cult, clinging to her royal authority, which was still considerable, 
and denying Albert contact with her ministers or so much as a look 
at state dispatches. But he persevered and in the first year he w: 
able to inform his brother in Coburg, “Now Victoria is also ready 
to give up something for my sake, everything for her sake. 
Don’t think I lead a submissi ? Biographers are discre 
and the letters and diaries leave much unsaid yet tell us plainly 
enough that if Albert at first was nothing as a consort he was every- 
thing as a husband. Victoria loved him, he was loving. The firs 
their children, a daughter, was born on Nov 21, 1840. For 
and four more daughters followed in the next 17 years. 
softened and Albert grew in public as well as private stature. 
ward the close of his brief life Englishmen realized that in their 
prince consort they had, if not a ruler, certainly a wise and powerful 
statesman. He proved that a consort can amount to something. 


Royal progress 


EVER did he reign. Victoria and the constitution saw to that, 

and Albert would not have had it otherwise. But he contrib- 
uted largely to the reign and to the good of England, He found the 
staffs and managements of the royal households in a deplorable 
state: one department cleaned the inside of the palace window 
another the outside; the servants brawled and stole the royal mon- 
eys. Ina few years he saved £200,000, enough for the purchase and 
improvement of Osborne House in the Isle of Wight, which became 
his and Victoria’s favorite retreat and where she was to die, In larger 
matters he came to be the chief protector and patron of the Bri 
army and Royal Navy—the army’s training center at Aldershot is 
his creation, He superintended the building of the first working- 
men’s flats in London with bathrooms (his contemporaries pro- 
vided the italics, with alarm). Ministers, at last permitted and en- 
couraged by Victoria to do so, sought his advice and valued it, and 
he kept an especial eye upon foreign affairs, counseling powerfully 
for peace when U.S. and British interests clashed during the prel- 
udes to our Civil War. 

Marriage to the sovereign does not of itself create a prince con- 
sort. To the end of his life Albert’s only Parliamentary status was 
that of prince regent, a position to be exercised only if Victoria died 
without an heir 18 or older. Not until 1857, when Albert was 38 and 
had been 17 years beside the throne, did Victoria overcome the last 
of her own hesitancies and by Royal Letters Patent style him Prince 
Consort of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland. His 
labors, and an inner gloom which amounted at times to melancho- 
lia, had tired and aged him beyond his years, and he took no cheer 
in the tardy honor. “This ought to have been done,” he wrote his 
brother, “‘. . . at our wedding.” Prince of the realm though he now 
was, he had lost the joy of life (“I do not cling to life. You do,” he

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told Victoria). He was 42 when on a winter afternoon the queen reg- 
nant looked down at him and murmured, “Oh, yes, this is death,” 
London’s vast Albert Hall and the Albert Memorial were to rise to 
him. But Albert the Good would probably have found his amplest 
memorial and the best telling of what a prince consort is and must 
be in the ery of his widowed Queen, "There is nobody to call me 
Victoria now.” 

Happily for the young man who has undertaken to be the next 
prince consort, the life and woes of Albert do not nece: y offer a 
total parallel. There are some important differen 

For one thing, Philip Mountbatten is not marr queen and 
therefore will not have to shoulder all of a consort’s burdens, with 
or without the title, on the very day of his wedding. In the person of 
Her Royal Highness the Princess Elizabeth Alexandra Mary, Philip 
is taking to wife the heiress presumptive to the throne, with every 
prospect that she will someday be the reigning queen. The respon- 
sibilities and restrictions that hedge an heiress presumptive are 
weighty; they will increase as she grows older, and her husband 
must share them. The prestige and prerogatives of an heiress pre- 
sumptive are also large; they do not pass to the hushand, and Eliza- 
beth by all accounts is not one to minimize or relinquish them, But 
Philip will have several advantages that Albert did not enjoy. 

Not the least of these is the existence and authority of his in-laws. 
King George VI and Queen Elizabeth will be very much at hand. 
They are said to be altogether fond of Philip, and they are acquaint- 
ed with the quali in their daughter which have caused her to be 
compared to Victoria in some of her adamantine aspects. The tra- 
dition and heritage which give Princess Elizabeth an occasionally 
overpowering sense of certainty and majesty also give her father an 
authority and a voice which the most willful of daughters would he 
bound to respect. In all matters which initially determine Philip's 
position in the royal household, the king decides. He could not, if he 
would, place his son-in-law ahead of or above his daughter, but he 
can see to it that Philip remains beside her, in adequate dignity. 

However helpful the king’s benign presence may be, Philip’s 
biggest advantage is in himself. He has a gay heart, and on the 
whole it will probably serve him better than Albert’s rather grim 
sense of rightness and duty. This is just as well, for there is nothing 
especially gay in Philip's ancestry. Like that of the British royal 
family, it is heavily Germanic. Philip is by birth a prince of the 
royal house of Schleswig-Holstein-Sonderburg-Gliicksburg. The 
Gliicksburg in this complex array derives from a seaside resort in 
Schleswig-Holstein. Gliicksburgs and related scions of the house 
have occupied the throne of Denmark since 1863, and by no doing 
of their own they have intermittently supplied kings to Greece since 
1863, when Britain, France and Russia managed to have Prince 
William of Denmark installed in Athens as George I. He was assas- 
sinated in 1913, and his successors have had a uniformly unfortu- 
nate record of premature death, abdication, exile and uncertain re- 
turn which persists to this day. One of the characteristics of most 
of the Gliicksburgs concerned in these misadventures has been a 
scarcely repressed aversion to Greece and a marked liking for Eng- 
land, end Philip’s upbringing has reflected both sentiments. 

He wes born Prince Philip.of Greece and Denmark on June 10, 
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1921, at Mon Repos, his parents’ summer home on the Island of 
Corfu. His father was Prince Andrew, the fourth son of the assassi- 
nated George I. Prince Andrew was also unfortunate enough to be 
a general of the Greek army which attacked the Turks after World 
War I, and he shared the disgrace of its defeat. He faded toward an 
unsung death in 1944, reportedly rejoicing that Princess Andrew 
(Princess Alice of Battenberg) had raised the boy to be an English- 
man. Considerable care has lately been taken to remind the press 
that Philip was removed from the Greek soil of Corfu in babyhood 
and spent less than four months in Greece itself and that he has 
never spoken a word of Greek. Whatever their preferences may 
have been, his relations did not haye much choice: the Greeks eject- 
ed his first cousin, the late George II, in 1924, and the family was in 
enforced exile until Philip was 14. 

Philip’s ill luck in being born a Gliicksburg of Greece was more 
than compensated for by his good fortune in also being a Batten- 
berg, or Mountbatten, as his mother’s side of the family has been 
called since World War I when anti-German feeling forced his 
grandfather, Admiral Prince Louis of Battenberg, from the service 
ind eventually required a major overhaul of royal nomenclature. 
George V, scion of Hanover and Saxe-Coburg-Gotha, took the sur- 
name of Windsor for his family, meantime prevailing upon Prince 
Louis to become Mountbatten 
and the first Marquess of Mil- 
ford Haven. An incidental effect 
of this episode was to provide the 
young Philip of Greece and Den- 
mark with a perfect English un- 
cle, second father and namesake 
in the person of Prince Louis’ 
fouser son, Lord Louis Mount- 

atten, who is soon to be Earl 
Mountbatten of Burma. 

When Philip was entrusted to 
him Lord Louis was something 
of a playboy, apparently taking 
more interest in disbursing the 
large income brought to him by 
his wife, the Honorable Edwina 
Ashley, than in the care of the 
young and the furtherance of his 
own naval career. However, it is 
said that he gave the boy a good 
deal more than his formal pro- 
tection, counseling himaffection- 
ately and wisely in the lot and 
place of princes in the modern world. Philip was at school most of 
this time, but he spent his holidays at the Mountbattens’ London 
house and considered it his home, 

Philip and Elizabeth first met during this period, and a vast ex- 
panse of newsprint has been devoted to precise and contradictory 
accounts of how and when the event occurred. The narrators agree 
only that it was not love at first sight. The favored yersion places 
their introduction at a family luncheon given by George V and 
Queen Mary at Buckingham Palace when Philip was 10 and Eliza 
eth was 6, They later saw each other occasionally at Coppins, the 
Duchess of Kent's suburban house in Buckinghamshire, and were 
introduced in full protocol at the coronation of Elizabeth’s father. 
None of these meetings made any discernible impact on them or on 
history. 

If Philip had been growing up in America he would undoubtedly 
have been dubbed “Highpockets.” He was a stringy towhead with 
prominent hands and feet and a loud laugh which altered the course 
of his youth. He had been sent to Salem, a progressive school in Ger- 
many, where he was to be under the eye of his sister Theodora and 
her husband Prince Max, Margrave of Baden. It was reported to 
them that Philip roared with laughter every time he saw a Nazi sa- 
lute, and Theodora thereupon sent him back to Britain and installed 
him at Gordonstoun, a remarkable institution founded in Scotland 
by a German refugee named Kurt Hahn. The first principle of Gor- 
donstoun is that life is rugged. The curriculum is shaped according- 
ly, with a somewhat startling emphasis on climbing ropes, jumping 
hurdles, running, soccer, hockey, cricket and, above all, seaman- 
ship. Philip took to the sea and seems to have done considerably bet- 
ter at its arts than in the classrooms of Gordonstoun. He also had 
a fling at theatricals, plying Shakespeare with more enthusiasm 
than nuance, and he showed an early taste for pubs, passing happy 
hours with Innkeeper Alastair Mitchell. It was during this period 
that Philip was almost internationally famous among the “Contin- 
ental set” of young ladies. Young European princesses and Amer- 
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AT 9 Philip owned fancy Greck cos- 
tume, But he has no Greek blood, has 
never learned to speak the language. 
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ican debutantes, who merely had occasion to study him at a nearby 
table, were smitten by his masculine attractiveness and charm. 

In writing of his princely pupil, Hahn has remarked his early 
“wildness and recklessness” and the penchant for pranking which 
has since been noted with less charity by some of his acquaintances. 
But he passed his examinations for the Royal Naval College at 
Dartmouth in 1939. Hahn said of him then in a confidential report 
to the navy, “Prince Philip is a born leader, but he will need the 
exacting demands of a great service to do justice to himself. His best 
is outstanding, his second best is not good enough.” 

The exacting demands of Dartmouth brought out his best: he 
won two prizes, including the cherished “King’s Dirk,” denoting 
him the best cadet of his war-shortened term. He proceeded to si: 
years of salt-water service, including some brisk action at the Bat- 
tle of Matapan and a tour on the staff of Uncle Loui: in the South- 
east Asia Command. Occasionally he had shore leave in Britain and 
he spent some of these intervals with the royal family at Wind 
He also met and made a friend of the Dowager Queen Mar} 
formidable figure who in many respects still dominates the royal 
scene. Queen Mary lived during much of the war at Badminton 
House, the Gloucestershire home of the Duke and Duchess of Beau- 
fort, and as usual was in constant combat with the tr 
One of the few really royal spectacles of our de 
il to he Queen Mary directing operations agai 
ion or des n, always of cours 
est of improving whatever landscape she happens to be com- 
ut. Prince Philip of Greece prudently fell in with these 
maneuvers, and he and Queen Mary often traversed the Beaufort 
terrain together, lopping trees and chopping wood for the ducal 
fires. There is no evidence that Philip then had the slightest idea of 
what was in store for him, but as things turned out the charm which 
the young girls had, as is often the case, a similar effect on 
. Philip thus endeared himself to a 
powerful ally who might have been a fatal adversary 

People in earshot of royalty began to notic 
Philip was cropping up in Elizabeth’s convers 
frequency. Early last year the word got around that his picture 
adorned the table in her dressing room. Philip by then had been 
given instructional duty at H.M.S, Royal Arthur, a shore school 
for petty officers near Corsham, in Wiltshire, and his sports road- 
ster was often to be seen in the palace yard at teatime. ppeared 
fairly often among the young Guards officers, dukes, earls and 
ladies-in-waiting who regularly accompanied Elizabeth to the Bag- 
atelle, her fave fayfair restaurant, and sometimes to dances at 
the Dorchester. The gossip began to “hot up,” as the British 
but until the fall of 1946 nobody could quite bring himself to be- 
lieve it. 


A sophomoric tinge 


HILIP’S manner and habits did not encourage the romantics, 

He began to get a name for boisterous jokes and for a notably 
atholic taste in the company he kept. He ranged from the Four 
Hundred, a painfully exclusive nightelub where black tie and din- 
ner jacket are the required minimum in male dress, to the Cabaret 
Club, a cellar resort where hostesses consume green water at the 
equivalent of $3.60 per jug. At a party his sense of humor was 
aroused by the sight of a stately young woman swee ping past in a 
dress. Philip stuck out a foot, half tripped her and laughed 
pleasantly when she whirled and cried, “Damn it, Philip, stop 
that!” At this time he was still Prince Philip, and young ladies were 
supposed to call him, at the very least, “Sir.” He did not appear to 
resent the lapse. On less formal occasions he was observed to while 
away the early-morning hours by pricking pins into telephone 
books and calling any sleepyheads whose names he happened to hit. 

The most devoted of his acquaintances could not escape the soph- 
omoric tinge in such pranks or the thought that their perpetrator 
was, after all, Lieut. Prince Philip of Greece, R.N., four years and a 
whole war past his majority. Nevertheless it would be a mistake to 
assume that he was or is widely disliked on this account. An im- 
pressive variety of acquaintances and friends, varying from Fleet 
Street journalists to young men of his own kind, testifies that he is 
likable and liked. “He's nice—I’m sorry, but that’s the only word 
for him,” a young Guardsman who has met him in royal company 
recently remarked, and that seems to be the general judgment. One 
of Philip’s acquaintances among London’s intellectuals remarked 
the other day that “he’s healthy, mentally and physically,” im 
plying that this is in pleasant contrast to the general health vot 
young aristocrats of his class. Philip takes serious things seriously, 
perhaps with a touch of simplicity but always with alert intelligence. 
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The romance reached its climax last year at Balmoral, the royal 
retreat in Scotland, where Philip spent a long leave with Elizabeth, 
her sister Princess Margaret and their parents. It was then that 
Elizabeth made up her mind and that Philip made up his. What 
passed between the girl of 20 and the prince of 25 belongs to 
them. But they know how it was between Victoria and ‘Albert; 
how Victoria recorded it in her diary, which belongs to history. 
She, too, was 20 on the October evening in 1839 when, as a queen 
must, she called the young prince to her and told him what she 
wished and he responded with “the greatest demonstration of kind- 
and affection.” And the gentle lines continue, “How I will 
strive to make him feel as little as possible the great sacrifice he 
has made!” 

Whatever sacrifice Philip was making could not be operative at 
the time for several reasons. Elizabeth’s parents preferred to post- 
pone the announcement until she wa: a delay which incidentally 
would give her several months to think it over. The prime minister, 
his cabinet and the foreign office were by no means happy about 
the prospect of the heiress presumptive’s engagement to a prince 
of the Greek royal family, which 
was intensely unpopular with the 
British Left and none too popu- 
lar with anybody, including the 
inisters who had assist- 


ed its postwar restoration, Had 
this objection persisted, the king 
would have had to forbid the 
match, and a royal row might 
have developed between himand 
his stubborn daughter. Events 
and some carefully contrived cir- 
cumstances averted this unhap- 
py result. Increasing Russian 
helligerence with respect to the 
Greek situation served to render 
its king, who after all was against 
the Communists, less obnoxious 


to all but the British Commu-

‘The British demand a great deal of their y, and so far Philip 
has been up to the mark. He rejoined the family in Scotland this fall, 
and there were murmurs of satisfaction when he dispensed with 
uffeurs and appeared at the wheel of an unimpressive sedan, with 
Elizabeth seated demurely beside him. At other public appearances 
he has seemed to be a little in the background, 
watching closely and sometimes asking the king to explain a piece 
of royal business. Politics interests him, and his views reflect those 
of his friends in the varied liberal Left. s a rather naive but 
deep sense of “the Mountbatten mission,” seeing no reason why he, 
asa royal husband and later as prince consort, may not carry on the 
good work of Lord Louis, for whose achievements the nephew has a 
profound respect. He has informed some of his less regal cronies, 
however, that he will be seeing them as usual and that he also in- 
tends to go back to sea, a project which probably does not appeal to 
Elizabeth but seems to have the support of the king. Genealogists 
are poring through records at the king’s instruction, choosing a 
proper dukedom for Philip, and the Garter Principal King of Arms 
is at work upon a coat-of-arms. The king and the prime minister will 
be discussing the allowance to be given him from the Civil List, sup- 
plementing Elizabeth's £15,000 a year, and the furnishers are at 
work upon their apartments in Windsor Castle and Buckingham 
Palace. The king is pondering the royal precedence to be accorded 
him (next to Elizabeth? Or perhaps just behind the Duke of Wind- 
sor, who is certainly not expected to appear at court anyhow?). All 
the machinery of royalty is drawing Lieutenant Mountbatten, 
R.N., the gay prince, fair and tall, toward that prospect which his 
ancestor Albert understood and foretold. 
“My future position,” he wrote, “will have its dark sides and the 
sky will not always be blue and unclouded. Oh, the future!”

CRUISE OF THE ROMN-TIKI 


Modern vikings sail a raft 101 days across the open Pacific 


Thor Heyerdahl, a young Norwegian ethnolo- 
gist, is a man who will go a long way to prove a 
point. This summer he went halfway across the 
Pacific to prove one and in doing so made history. 
For although other scientists have traveled farther 
in their search for truth, few have journeyed so 
dangerously to find it; Heyerdahl made the trip on 
a primitive wooden raft (above) 

Tt was not simply a taste for high adventure 
which led Heyerdahl and the five modern vikings 
who made up his crew to leave the Peruvian coast 
last April and ride the heavy swells of the Hum- 
boldt Current westward into the lonely vastness 
of the Pacific Ocean. The cruise of the raft Kon- 
Tiki, named in honor of the ancient pre-Inca sun 
god and bearing his likeness (right) on her sail, 
had been planned in cold seriousness. It was a sci- 
entific expedition, undertaken to establish a fact. 


Heyerdahl had a theory: he believed that the 
islands of the Pacific were settled by early Amer- 
ican Indians who had sailed there hundreds of 
years ago. But other anthropologists, convinced 
that the continent of Asia was the source of all Pa- 
cific cultures, gave this theory a cold reception. 
Besides, said some, no early American craft could 
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have sailed so far. The point was debatable, but 
there was only one way to prove or disprove it. Hey- 
erdahl decided to attempt the journey himself. 
‘Although adventure was not the prime obj 
of Heyerdahl’s proposed expedition, it was never- 
theless a great adventure that he faced. Piloting 
the crudest of vessels, a tiny structure of logs and 
ropes, into the immensity of the world’s greatest 
ocean, he would face a host of known and un- 
known dangers. The sudden, screaming winds of 
the southern latitudes might strip away his sails 
and rigging. Waves as big as battleships might 
smash his raft to driftwood. He might miss his goal 
entirely and drift on and on until his provisions 
were exhausted. To embark on this fantastic Odys- 
sey required courage of a degree that few men 
possess, but Heyerdahl had such courage. He also 
found crewmen who could match it (next page).

As the Peruvian tug that had towed them sea- 
ward dropped below the eastern horizon the crew- 
men of the Kon-Tiki settled down to the raftboard 
routine which they would follow for the next 101 
days. There could be no turning back; they could 
not tack their raft, and the trade winds and ocean 
currents would carry them steadily westward. But 
the Kon-Tiki rode the seas easily, the sails filled and 
the rigging stood firm. 

There was always work to be done and the days 
passed quickly. Each man in turn stood a two-hour 
watch at the steering oar. Minor damage was re- 
paired (nextpage). Observations were made of weath- 


er and marine life, scientific equipment was tested 
and detailed records were kept. The radiomen tink- 
ered with their sets to keep in touch with shore sta- 
tions, Fish were caught for food, and the ever-pr 
ent sharks were caught by the dozen (above and be- 
low). Although most meals were prepared from GI 
rations, the men could have survived without pro- 
visions, by fishing and collecting rain water. 

The life was hard and sometimes dangerous but 
the crew kept well and cheerful.

In the early morning of the 93rd day the empty 
rim of the sea was broken to the southwest by a 
tiny fleck of blue, It was land: the island of Puka 
But though the raft swept close to the beach, 
the winds carried her on and beyond. Four days 
later Angatau appeared ahead—and later dropped 
astern as the men drifted slowly past. Another four 
days went by. Then, on the dawn of Aug. 7, the 
reefs of Raroia loomed dead ahead and the wind 
drove them straight toward the roaring breakers. 
For the first time the cruise of the Kon-Tiki seemed 
doomed. Heyerdahl ordered sail down and center- 
boards up, rigged anchors from the bow. The raft 
was tossed stern-first toward the reef. As Heyer- 
dahl had hoped, a swell lifted her high and dropped 
her in the shallow water beyond the surf. A cross- 
log broke, the cabin and mast collapsed, but the men 
hung onto the main logs and landed safely. 

Heyerdahl and the others set up camp on a small 
uninhabited island near the reef and brought sup- 
plies ashore. There were natives on Raroia, but only 
on the far side of the lagoon. They did not suspect 
the presence of strangers on the windward reefs un- 
til one day a box lid marked Kon-Tiki floated ashore. 
Since “Tiki” means God in the native language, the 
people concluded logically that here was a lid from 
God—and let it go at that. Later they saw fires to the 
east but considered them further divine manifesta- 
tions. But when coffee cans drifted down the tide, 
the Raroians decided to investigate. Five days after 
their landing the Kon-Tiki’s men. were rescued. 

The French government, picking up radioed 
news of the Kon-Tiki’s arrival, sent a schooner to 
tow the raft to Tahiti. While they waited for the ship 
toarrive, the men were feted in the village, given na- 
tive clothes and flowers and the names of the ancient 
bearded gods whom they resembled. Heyerdahl was 
jubilant: the long voyage was over, the crew wassafe, 
and he had made his point—that early Americans 
could have sailed and drifted to the islands, 

How much this hard-won evidence will impress 
anthropologists remains to be seen. Many will dou 
less point out the difference between proved poss 
ity and actual events. But whatever the outcome of 
the debate, the cruise of the Kon-Tiki will be remem- 
bered as one of the great adventures of our time.

The chief of a top-secret U.S. wartime mission tells how and why 


German science failed in the international race to produce the bomb 


M= than two years have passed since 
the war’s end, but many of our scien- 
tific and military experts still believe 
that we were engaged in a desperate race with 
the Germans for the secret of the atomic bomb 
and that it was only by a miracle that we got 
there first. 

The plain fact is that the Germans were no- 
where near getting the secret of theatomic bomb. 
Months after our scientists had established, b« 
yond a doubt, the feasibility of the atomic

bomb, the Germans were still talkii 
“uranium problem” and the po: y 
structing a “uranium machine.” They did not 
yet know how to produce a chain reaction in a 
uranium pile. They did not know how to pro- 
duce plutonium. They knew only, perhaps with 
typical German arrogance, that if they could not 
make an atomic bomb nobody else could either. 
That arrogance received a terrible jolt the day 
our atomic bomb fell on Hiroshima. 
These are some of the facts that were estab- 


ed by the Alsos Mission. It was named Alsos, 
which is the Greek equivalent of “grove,” after 
the head of the U.S. atomic-bomb project, Ma- 
jor General Leslie R. Grove: Our job was to fol- 
low immediately in the wake of the invasion of 
Europe and, even to penetrate into enemy ter- 
ritory on our own in order to determine pre- 
cisely how much the Germans knew about the 
atomic bomb and how far they had progressed 
in its construction.

day the first Allied troops moved in. We soon learned that a well- 
known German chemical concern had kept an office there through- 
out the Occupation and that their head representative had been 
chiefly interested in locating stocks of uranium. We also learned, 
to our horror at the time, that this very same chemist had confis 
cated and sent to Germany all the thorium he could find in Paris. 
This really scared us. Thorium, we knew, could be used in an 
bomb project when that project was in a well-advanced stage. 
Did this interest in thorium mean that the Germans were really 
ahead of us? 

The thorium mystery became an obsession; we had to find out 
more about it. No one in Paris had any idea what the Germans 
wanted it for. We finally located the German chemical company 
Paris representative—one Herr Doktor Petersen—in a little town on 
the German-Belgian border which had just fallen into Allied hand 

When captured, Petersen had with him a suitcase full of docu- 
ments. It was quite an event for us. Here was our own first real 
Alsos Mission prisoner. We had great hopes that we finally had 
found somebody who had inside information about the German 
uranium project, Thus far all we knew was that in Norway they had 
been working hard on the production of heavy water. In addition 
we had heard through neutral sources that the Kaiser Wilhelm 
Institute for Physies had been evacuated from Berlin to Hechingen, 
a little village in southern Germany near the family castle of the 
former kaiser. 

We transformed our hotel suite in Paris into a tribunal for the 
interrogation of our prize quarry. We put on our Sunday uniforms 
and Colonel Bo: x h, the energetic military head of our mis- 
sion who had personally done the capturing, put on as many rib- 
bons and eis as he could find. Then Petersen was brought in. 
We placed him facing the window so that we could observe all his 
reactions and then proceeded to shout dozens of questions at 
him. But his answers were all unsatisfactory. Either he was hiding 
something or he really didn’t know what it was all about. 


The radioactive smile 


REATLY disappointed, I began to study the numerous papers 

he had in his suitcase. This man Petersen, like most Germans, 
was so systematic that his papers revealed exactly where he had 
been and what he had done during the previous weeks. A streetcar 
ticket showed that he had been in Berlin only two weeks before. 
But what excited me the most was a hotel bill which showed that he 
had visited that little village of Hechingen near the kaiser’s castle. 
There was no doubt in my mind that Petersen, on his way from 
Paris to the factory near Berlin, had stopped off at the German 
uranium-research project. It seemed a tight case. It connected the 
theft of thorium from France with the secret project in Hechingen. 

The next morning we pestered our prisoner with questions about 
Hechingen. He claimed he had gone there merely to visit his 
mother. A further investigation showed that indeed his mother, 
living there. 

We were not quite satisfied, however. We did some more inter- 
rogating and studied the papers more carefully. Finally 
we pieced together the amazing story of the missing thorium. 

The company officials, it seems, had been thinking about peace: 
time, when they could no longer make money by manufacturing 
gas masks, carbons for searchlights or other war materials. They 
didn’t want the end of the war to find their business shrinking 
away. They realized that in peacetime the big money would be 
in cosmetics, and they had been impressed by American methods 
of advertising. 

Now, as it happened, one of the officials had a certain patent on 
toothpaste—thoriated toothpaste, a toothpaste mixed with thorium 
oxide which was supposed to have the same effect as peroxide. 
The company was already dreaming of its advertising for the future. 

“Use toothpaste with thorium! Have sparkling, brilliant teeth— 
radioactive brilliance!” After all, America had its Bob Hope and 
irium toothpaste. To be sure of success the firm had planned to mo- 
nopolize all the thorium supply it could lay its hands on, That 
was the real reason it had stolen all the thorium from the French. 
It sounded incredible, but later information confirmed the story 
completely. And all the time we had been afraid that it was going 
to be used for an atomic bomb! 

The thorium for toothpaste was not the only false scent that 
Alsos followed in its first days overseas. We had unqualified sup- 
port from General Groves and War Department Intelligence, and 
the mission has since been cited “as one of the finest examples of 
cooperation of the scientists and the Armed Forces” in James 
Phinney Baxter's Scientists Against Time.

The mysterious German scientist 


NE other occurrence helped clarify the problem of freedom of 
action for the Alsos Mission. At first it had been hard to con- 
vince our Military Intelligence c that searching for 
ching for spies or criminals, that 
some were important and others were utterly unimportant. A list 
of “suspects” had been furnished us. In military jargon they were 
called “targets,” and our job in the normal police procedure 
would have been to inv ate each one individually. 
One day we received a dispatch from Washington about a mys- 
terious German scientist who had visited the U.S, before the war. 
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Instead of furnishing us with data about his scientific work, which 
would have told us everything or at least aroused our interest, the 
secret message told us about his beer-drinking habits, his opinion 
of American women, how he had had German measles in 1938, had 
a polyp in his right nostril and an atrophied left testicle. 

fter this memorable dossier even the military members of our 
ission treated such dispatches from Washington with some skep- 
ticism. Whenever Washington proposed that we go after someone 
we knew to be of no importance to us, we would file the proposal 
philosophically, remarking that, after all, we hadn't even caught 
that other fellow yet. 

How did we know who was important? Our “secret” method of 
operation was like the so-called secret of the atomic bomb itself. 
An algebra problem can be a deep mystery to the uninitiated and 
duck soup to a high-school student. To an outsider a professor is 
a professor, but we knew that no one but Professor Werner Heisen- 
berg of thé Kaiser Wilhelm Institute could be the brains of a Ger- 
man uranium project. Every physicist in the world knew that. In 
other words we knew who our chief targets in Germany were be- 
fore we started. What we had to find out was how far they had 
advanced on their atomic-bomb project. 

We continued to fear that German atomic-bomb development 
might prove superior to ours until we reached Strasbourg. Colonel 
Pash went forward as soon as that city was occupied and rounded 
up the scientists we wanted. He found our " 's,”” who had all 
been attached to the University of Strasbourg’s nuclear-physics 
laboratory, posing as medics in the famous Strasbourg Hospital. He 
took the whole crew into custody, but they refused to talk. We 
found documents, however, which suddenly raised the curtain of 
secrecy for us. Here, in apparently harmless memoranda written 
by these German scientists, was hidden a wealth of secret informa- 
tion available to anyone who understood it. No, it was not in code. 
The papers were not even secret. They were just the usual 
scientific gossip between colleagues, here and there a hint, nothing 
objectionable from a secrecy point of view—just ordinary notes 
such as we had all sent to our own colleagues when we were in the 
U.S. Obviously such memos would have told nothing to the un- 
initiated; on the other hand they were not meant to be by 
Allied scientists. : 

We found the letterheads of some of the German secret atomic 
laboratories. Even the precise addre: and telephone numbers 
were given. We found a copy of a letter to “Lieber Werner,” who 
was obviously Heisenberg, telling just what problems they were 
working on at Strasbourg. We found references to “special metal,” 
which was obviously uranium. We learned that “large scale” ex- 
periments were being performed at an army proving ground near 

erlin. We found parts of computations which clearly applied to 
the theory of a uranium pile.

HESE seemingly innocent papers gave us an over-all view of 

the whole German uranium project. They showed that the 
Germans had been unsuccessful in their attempts to separate 
U.235. They had probably started separation on a very small scale 
by means of a centrifuge and they were working hard to construct 
a uranium pile. But apparently they had only recently succeeded 
in manufacturing uranium. 

Their computation showed that as of August 1944 their pile 
work was still in a very early state. They had not yet succeeded in 
producing a chain reaction. Their preliminary experiments had not 
even given them hints about certain major difficulties they would 
have to overcome before the pile would work. In short they were 
about as far as we were in 1940, before we had begun any large- 
scale efforts on the atomic bomb at all. 

In spite of the decisive finds at Strasbourg, our main objective 
had not yet been reached. The center of atomic-bomb research 
was not yet in our hands. We still had to contact the brains of the 
German uranium project, the physicist, Werner Heisenberg. We 
knew that he and his group were working in a makeshift labora- 
tory in Hechingen. Otto Hahn, the discoverer of atomic fission, 
and his men were in the nearby village of Tailfingen. Many other 
important research laboratories had also been evacuated to that re- 
gion south of Stuttgart in the state of Wiirttemberg. 

The official code name for our mission’s thrust into this key area 
was “Operation Humbug,” For this operation into territory only 
sparsely occupied by French colonial troops we had two armored 
cars, a caravan of jeeps and other vehicles. Cautiously they pro- 
ceeded south along the eastern bank of the Rhine and then pene- 
trated eastward to where the secret laboratories were. There was no

opposition to the first Americans to enter this strategic area; a few 
shots were exchanged and some of the villages were summoned to 
surrender by telephone. It turned out to be probably the least 
dangerous of all Alsos advances. 

Colonel Pash, who headed our milita was accom- 
nied by General Eugene L. Harrison, whow of Intelligence 
for the area, When our force reached Hechingen it proceeded at 
once to Heisenberg’s laboratory, which was not hard to find. The 
colonel and the general entered Heisenberg’s office; he was not 


there. But the first thing they saw, to the consternation of the gen- 
eral, was a photograph of Heisenberg and myself standing side by 


side. The photograph had been taken when Heisenberg was my 
guest at the University of Michigan in 1939, Egged on by Colonel 
Pash, the general almost began to believe that I could not be 
trusted and that I had close contact with the enemy. At any rate I 
1 to stand a lot of teasing about this incident afterward. 

Next a thorough investigation of Heisenberg’s laboratory be- 
gan. For this final achievement of the mission some of General 
sroves's officers and some of our British colleagues had made a 
special trip to the scene. 

I came too late to prevent some of our guests from blowing up 
the cave in which the uranium-pile research had been located. It 
was an utterly senseless thing to do but fortunately harmless since 
all equipment w: twas the same reasoning which 
later caused the useless destruction of the e cyclotrons. 
A cyclotron is not a vital part of an atomic bomb any more than a 
harmless physicist may be considered a potential saboteur about 
to blow up New York City. 

Even after we knew how insignificant the work of the German 
physicists had been, we had orders to capture and intern them all. 
Consequently we picked up half a dozen at Hechingen, including 
the famous scientists Otto Hahn, Von Weizsiicker and Von Laue. 
[t was a sad caravan of command cars and jeeps that departed for 
Heidelberg with our “prisoners.” Seeing them off, I could not help 
feeling a little like James Thurber’s fierce female pointing her gun 
at the droopy professors in his cartoon, “Capture of Three Physics 
Professors.” It was so obvious that the whole German uranium 
setup was on a ludicrously small scale. Here was the central group 
of laboratories, and all it amounted to wa: nderground cave, 
wing of a small textile factory, a few rooms in an old brewery. 

But we were still lacking Heisenberg, our chief target among the 
acmanvyihrysidiataciA' few daya before we tookiover Hecling be 
nad left by bicycle to join his family in Bavaria, and that territory 
was still in German hands. He had left behind in Hechingen, how- 
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ever, the evidence of his activities. We discovered all the stuff 
that had been so carefully buried—on his instructions—2 tons 
of uranium, 2 tons of heavy water, 10 tons of carbon and the 
principal reports on the pile research. 

I was in Heidelberg when Colonel Pash brought in Werner 
Heisenberg, whom he had captured in Bavaria. I had known 
Heisenberg for many years. He had visited me in my native Hol- 
land as far back as 1925, He had been in the U.S. several times and 
had spent summers with me at the University of Michigan. He is 
still the greatest German theoretical physicist and among the 
greatest in the world. His contributions to modern physics rank 
with those of Einstein. 

I greeted my old friend and former colleague cordially. Purely 
on the impulse of the moment I said, “Wouldn't you want to come 
to America now and work with us?” But he was still too impressed 
by his own importance and that of his work, to which he ascribed 
his internment. 

“No, I don’t want to leave,” he said. “Germany needs me. If 
American scientists wish to learn about the uranium problem, I 
shall be glad to show them the results of our researches if they 
come to my laboratory.” 

It was sad and ironic to hear him say this, wheri I was aware 
how much more we knew about the problem than he did. But I 
did not enlighten him. I merely thanked him for his offer and left 
him secure in the belief that his work was ahead of ours. 

This was the end of our roundup of the German nuclear physi- 
cists. We had found all the key men on the project and all docu- 
ments and materials. We had interned 14 of them, Four were al- 
ready in the U.S. and the rest in England, where they were housed 
in an estate about 50 miles from London, Just why these top Ger- 
man physicists were interned in England, I never understood. Per- 
haps our military experts did not know what to do with these 
scientists after we had found them and felt quite grateful when the 
British offered to take them over. As a result the majority of the 
best German scientific brains are now in the British zone of occu- 
pation, That there are still a few good nuclear physicists in the 
American zone is due to the fact that the Alsos Mission did not 
intern them all. 


“The Nazis worked for peace’’ 


L; was in England on Aug. 6, 1945 at dinnertime that the 10 Ger- 
man physicists first heard the news of Hiroshima. Their first 
reaction was one of utter incredulity. “Itcan’t be an atomic bomb,” 
one of them said. “They may have some new explosive or an extra- 
large bomb they call ‘atomic,’ but it’s certainly not what we would 
have called an atomic bomb. It has nothing to do with uranium.” 

But at 9 o’clock came the detailed news broadcast. The impact on 
them was shattering. At one stroke all their self-confidence was 
gone and the belief in their own scientific superiority gave way to 
an intense feeling of despair and futility. 

They spent hours discussing the bomb and trying to figure out 
its mechanism. But the radio, for all its details, had not given 
enough, and the German scientists still believed that what we had 
dropped on Hiroshima was a complete uranium pile. No wonder 
they were bewildered. As yet, no plane has ever been built that 
could do that. Even if there were such a plane, a uranium pile 
could never be a bomb, It could only fizz. But these German ex- 
perts failed to realize this basic fact. 

It was not until more than a full day after the first announce- 
ment of Hiroshima that Heisenberg began to understand how he 
and his colleagues had completely missed the basic principle of the 
atomic bomb. It was only then that he finally came to understand 
that we had used the uranium pile merely to produce material— 
plutonium—and out of this new substance had made the bomb. 

When Heisenberg called his colleagues together and explained 
to them what it was all about, some of the younger men hit upon a 
brilliant rationalization of their failure. They decided to turn their 
very failure to advantage by denying they had ever tried to make 
an atomic explosive. This, then, was to be the new theme song of 
German science: “Germany worked on the uranium problem for 
peaceful uses only; the Allies, for purposes of destruction.” It 
was therefore no surprise, at least not to the members of the Alsos 
Mission, when, almost two years after Hiroshima, Heisenberg told 
an Associated Press reporter that he had been building up Ger- 
many’s uranium pile “to create energy for machines and not for 
bombs.” “As the world now knows,” Heisenberg added innocent- 
ly, “the explosive, plutonium, is produced in such a uranium pile.” 

Heisenberg’s statement is a beautiful example of how to mislead 
with half truths. It is true that the German scientists were working 
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on auranium machine and not the bomb, but it is true only because 
they failed to understand the difference between the machine and 
the bomb. The bomb is what they were after. And what the whole 
world now knows about plutonium, the German ntists did not 
know—until they were told about it after Hiroshima. 

German science failed miserably in the atomic-bomb race be- 
cause it was guilty of three major errors: 1) political bungling, 2) 
deterioration of interest in pure science and 3) complacency. 
same mistakes are the principal ones that we too can make if we 
are not on guard against them. 

In Germany the administrators of the uranium-research proj- 
ects were selected because they had the confidence of the Nazi 
bosses. This is not likely to happen here. But the difficulties which 
arose when the Atomic Energy Commission was to be confirmed 
show clearly how near we can come to making the Nazi mistake. 

German science was also severely handicapped by the Nazi 
dogma which insisted on exiling all scholars with a Jewish “taint” 
and which made “non-Aryan” sciences like modern phy 
ular. In the U.S., on the other hand, there has been an increase in 
the number of physics students since the atomic bomb. Neverthe- 
less as soon as the glamour of the new wears off, this number will 
in all likelihood decrease. A higher salary level and increased pres- 
tige for teachers, together with a popularization, on the high-school 
level, of the value of pure science would help to remedy this situ- 
ation. 

We cannot go on forever living on borrowed scientific capital 
from Europe. At present the roster of some of our specialized sci- 
entific societies reads like the lineup of a Notre Dame football 
team. In the future we may not be able to import an Enrico Fermi, 
whose work was the key to our atomic bomb. The sources from 
which Europe's great physicists came are dry now and we shall 
have to produce our own geniuses. We must convince our young 
people that new ideas are mor important to their country and the 
world than new gadgets, even though the latter may bring in more 
immediate cash. 

Perhaps the most dangerous mistake made by the German 
s to assume the supremacy of German nce. U 
scientists, far from bei eing conceited about their suc in produc: 
ing the atomic bomb, are impressed primarily by its ultimate sim- 
plicity. They believe that any other country that has the raw ma- 
terials can make a bomb in a few years. The basic principles are 
well known to any student of modern physics, and the engineering 
difficulties may have various solutions, some perhaps even simpler 
than ours. 

But if there is little complacency among U.S. scientists, the same 
thing cannot be said with equal confidence of the general public 
and certain of their representatives in the government. The belief 
is far too prevalent that we are way ahead of any possible compe- 
tition because we have the atomic bomb. Many people have a 
childish notion of the atom mb “‘secret’” which we must be 
careful not to give away. In their minds the secret consists of a 
formula or a diagram on a piece of paper, to be swallowed when a 
potential enemy approaches. Confident that we, at least, are safe 
from an attack by atomic bombs, they would fetter science lest the 
secret leak out and their night's sleep be severely disturbed. But 
too much secrecy stifles the progress of science. It also fetters the 
training of young scientists, If such false secrecy notions are per- 
mitted to become general, our scientific unpreparedness could let 
us in for another surprise attack. Compared with an atomic-bomb 
attack, Pearl Harbor would seem a mere broken window.

RUARK’S PET HATES 
PAY OFF IN PRINT 


HEN the author of Grenadine 
Etching was a sportswriter for 
the Washington Daily News 10 
ago, his behavior at prize fights 
used to puzzle his fellow reporters. 
During particularly bloody bouts 
Robert Ruark would sit at his type- 
writer with his eyes tightly shut. 
When somebody finally asked him 
what he was up to, Ruark snapped 
almost belligerently, “I hate fights.” 

Chiefly by hating things or by say- 
ing he hates them, this deceptively 
mild-mannered man from North 
Carolina has, at the age of 31, be- 
come a $40,000-a-year newspaper 
columnistand the most talked-about 
today. His sharp and racy style reminds many 
-sports reporter, Westbrook Pegler, in Pegler’s

reporter in the U.! 
readers of another ¢ 
better days. 

Bob Ruark’s first taste of national renown came to him in 1940 be- 
cause he took a dislike to the manners of Bobo Newsom, who was then, 
pitching for the Detroit Tigers. Ruark called Newsom a show-off in his 
column and, when the pitcher offered to knock off Ruark’s block, the 
sportswriter started swinging, wide and high, in the Tigers’ dressing 
room, Three friendly players managed to hold back the ruffled Ruark 
before any damage was done to him or Newsom. But the story of Ru- 
ark’s fracas with the big-league pitcher made the country’s sports pages 

‘This impressed on Ruark the advantages of swinging hard, even if 
sometimes high and wide, at more or less important targets. In 1945, 
back from three war years as a naval officer, he was through with sports 
reporting. He was assigned to write feature stories for Scripps-Llow- 
ard’s Washington bureau, but he soon began to want a column of his 
own with a daily by-line. “I had a darn good idea what I was going to 
d Ruark. “It was pretty cold-blooded. I looked around for the 
biggest rock to throw.” What Ruark hurled was a natural. It was an 
all-out attack on how American women looked to the returned GI. 

To him, as well as to other returned veterans, wrote Ruark, U. 
women in 1945 looked “like something Salvador Dali might muster 
up after a midnight snack of welsh rarcb hat lovely hair,” he 
mourned, “has been snatched up . . . hauled taut with a windlass, and 
screwed into a silly topknot; orelse it is clubbed into a nauseous bundle 
and hangs down the neck like a sackful of mud, or maybea beaver’s tail. 
And hats? A hat is a spittoon, is a hood, is an ashtray, is a bundle of 
laundry, is a hat. I have seen handsomer headdresses on cannibal: 

This Ruark broadside drew 2,500 letters, half of them from .urious 
wives and sweethearts and just as many from ex-Gls who sided glee. 
fully with Ruark. The story also drew the eye of Roy Howard, head of 
Scripps-Howard, who told Ruark to try his hand atasyndicated column. 

In less than two years of columning, Ruark has managed to sight his 
targets, often pretty well battered beforehand, and to call his shots just 
as surely ever since. He hates radio: “Nearly everything in it is either 
orny, strident, boresome, florid, inane, repetitive, irritating, offensive, 
m adolescent or nauseating.” Ruark also hates Southern cook- 
ing: “They fry everything, from bananas to ice cream. . . . The corn 
bread... drops like a depth charge into the stomach. ... Mammy’s Little 
Baby likes shortnin’ bread. But Mammy’s Little Baby is about to grow 
an ulcer from Southern cooking.” Ruark can turn out this brand of 
satire for his 700-word columns in 30 minutes flat. 

Last summer Ruark made banner headlines for his papers when he 
took a swing at stiff-necked old Lieut. General John C. H. (“Court- 
house”) Lee, Mediterranean Theater commander, and accused him of 
living in luxury while keeping his Gls in virtual slavery The War De- 
partment launched an investigation which last fortnight officially 
cleared Lee of most of Ruark’s charges. But Ruark characteristically 
credited himself with a technical knockout anyway when Lee, who 
had requested retirement long before the Ruark articles appeared, re- 
ceived his orders to return to the U.S. 

Having found his success formula, ambitious Columnist Ruark is 
not one to let up for a minute on his profitable rock-throwing. He is 
planning a book burlesquing Congress and just at present is collabo- 
rating on a play which he describes as “a satire on rape.”
